I have bzen told, that when this Sermon was firſt preached in Londor, 
the Pariſh Clark, after all was done, fell tro wondring that I ſhould 
thas trouble my ſelf to preach againſt Negros and Indians, for that 
he ſaid, there were none of that | Religion 19. this Nation. But how 
much this poor Clark was miſtaken, 1 ſhall from fome four or five 
Inſtances, .out of a great many which 1 have heard, ſoon diſcover. 

Whereof the firſt that. ſhall mention, is of a Gentlewoman, who 
commending a certain Negro Wench that ſhe had, for her towardli- 
nels and other good qualities, in the —_— of a Miniſter ; he de- 
manded of her, why ſhe made her not a Chri/tiaz ? Whereat, caſting 
her eyes ſtranzely on him, and greatly wondring, ſhe replied, That 
ſhe had thought he would have —_ her better Counſel. 

The next thall be of a, poor Wretch of the like ſort, belonging to 
4 ccrtain Lady, at that time reſiding in a place ſoine ſeventy miles 
diſtant from London : Wirth this Negro, a certain religious Gentle- 
woman condeſcended to diſcourſe, and to perſwade to Chriſtianity, 
- unto which ſhe found him very inclinable ; but was interrupted by 
the Lady, who overhearing the. Diſcourſe, thereupon ran in; 
ard, as in a moſt hideous affrightment, cryed out, O, for God's (ſhe 
might better have ſaid the Devil's) ſakes, ſay no more to him of that. 
And fo the Diſcourſe ended. 

The third [nſtance ſhall be of a Negro, whoſe Owner lived nearer 
London, v3z.. within ſome four or five miles diſtance of it. This Ne- 
gro preſented himſelf to the Miniſter, I think not of his own, but of 
a neighbouring Pariſh, deſiring Baptiſm at his hands ; For which the 
Miniſter finding him not unqualified, did not abſolutely refuſe ir, 
nor yet at preſent grant it him;'tis poſſible, as beirg of another Pariſh. 
'But however. the Maſter coming to the knowledg thereof, forthwith 
ſend: a peremptory Meſlage to the Miniſter, charging him upon his 
peril not toprocced. 

The fourth is of a Negro, whoſe Owner reſided ſomewhere near 
Briftol, ( the places name I have forgotten) ; This Negro alſo ad- 
freſſed himſelf to the Miniſter, beſeeching Baptiſm ; For the. which 
the Miniſter finding him-not incompetently fitted, -did not deny it 
him ; only, deferred it for the preſent. -All which ſoon after arri- 
vying to the Maſter's jealous car, he, with the like terrible enorhs,

Which being diſpatch'd,and having diſcovered ſome,and thoſe ' 
no ſmall ſpots and ſtains of this Blood upon our ewn,no leſs than upon 
Feruſalems Skirts and Garments, viz. by our neglefting the Souls of 
the poor Heathen in our Plantations, (andeven here at home.) 
I ſhall from the hainouſneſs of the Sin, and from the Propher?s 
ſevere reprehenſion of it in Feraſalem, in the ſeventh and laſt place, 
infer the moſt inds/penſible and abſo/nte neceſſity of our ſpeedy redreſ- 
ſing this «b»ſe and negleft of our duty to God, and to our own, no leſs 
than to our Peoples Souls, .- , 


I. FOR the firſt of theſe. I have before ſhewed, that in Scripture - 
Language, there is a Bloodof Souls ; but then what that Blood is, and 
wherein the Crime of ſhedding it doth conſiſt, will need ſome further 
Explication. As for the Phraſe, it muſt be ſuppoſed to be an Hebrew 
Idiatiſm, or a Metaphor taken from the Function and Imployment 
which the Blood ſultains and exerciſeth in the Body, which - Moſes 
ſaith, s the Life thereof. So that to ſhed the Blood, the Crime here Gen.g 4; 
charged, is to taky away the Life, whether of Soul or Body, 

Now God Almighty being the ſole Life of Man's Soul, the very 
Fountain of living Waters, and in whoſe light only ſhe can ſee Light ;, the P(al. 36. 9. 
miſerable deprivation of his Favour can be no leſs than the wo 
of her Blood, and the taking away the Life thereof. . It is to ſubject 
her to God's Erernal Wrath and Curſe, the true ſecond Death, ſpoken 
of by St. Fobnin the Revelations ;, the ſame alſo which St. Paul-terms Chap. 20.414, 
to be accurſed from Chriſt, and even to be blotted out of God's Book,,, Row. 9. 3. 
which Moſes, Exod. 32. in that mighty Zeal for his Nation, ſued for. 
In ſhort, iis the ſum total of whatſoever is deplorable and wretched, veil. 3% 
and to be deprecated and avoided by all Mankind. | 

Which loſs of God's Favexr,with the diſmal Conſequences thereof, 
is ſolcly occaſioned by an ungodly courſe of Life, and by Infidelity:

wicked Life, .the moſt natural thereof, and which -is therefore 
the firſt Root or Spring of Miſery and Death to the Sow'of Man. From 
whence it is that when Almighty Godan the 34, 18th, and 43d Cha 

ters of Ezchiel;threatens to require the witleſs Offenders Bloodat th 
Watchman's Hand; *tis plain that thereby was meant, ſuch Sins and 
Enormities, which he, through the want of timely notice from the 
Watchman, had run into. And when Job (Chap, 16: ). forbad the 
Earth to cover,” or conceal his Blood ;, *tis underitood. that he then 
made his Purgation, -as tothe foul ſuggeitions of his Enemies ; wiſh= 
ing therein that his moſt ſecrerand concealed Sins, there ſtiked his 
Blood, might be laid open tothe view of the whole'World : ſo plain- 


ly would his innocence then appear, at lealt as to the Crimes, by his 


back-Friends, ſo unjuſtly charged upon him. So alſo St. Paul's atte- 
ſtation of himſelf, as to his being pure from the Blood of - all Men, is to 
be underſtood of his being no way chargeable with their Ignorance 
and Infidelity, nor with the Conſequences thereof, viz. ' ther other 
groller Impieties ; as having even day and night with Tears warned 
them thereof, at no time ſhunning to declare unto them the whole Coun- 
ſel of God, nor keeping back, any thing that was profitable for them. And 
ſo much for the Nature of this Sin, and wherein it confilts. I pro- 
cecd unto the next Particular ; 


I. WHICH isto ſhew the ſeveral ways by which this Sin is 
committed ; ard this I intend for a Light or Sea-Mark, by the help 
whereof Men may avoid the danger of running-upon it : And they 


. are eſpecially two. Whereof 


The firſt is by publiſhing of falſe DoCtrine, -which by debauching 
4 Judgments with evil Principles, doth neceſfaril 

lead them into Immorality, and a wicked Life, which, as T have ſhewed, 
is the moſt certain rine of the Soul. For if, as our bleſſed Saviour 
teſtifies, the Truth doth make Men free, then muſt Falfhood be the oc- 
caſion of their Bondage ; and if right Principles be the only ſure 
Guides and ConduCters to Happineſs, the contrary mult needs lead 
us to Miſery and Rnin.For he that believes amiſs,will conſequently act 
fo; it being moſt natural for Men to a&t according as they are Fes

The Publiſhers and Promoters whereof 
can therefore be no other than its molt perfect Berrayers' and More 
therers, | For which reaſon doubtleſs eons oat our Lord Chriſt in 
his Goſpel commands us to rake beed; both how, and what we beer : 5+, Mark 4.14, 
confirming Solomon's advice, thus warning us, Ceaſe, my Sum, to bear Sr. Luke 8.19. 
the Iuſtruttion that canſeth to err from the words of K nowledg, as being Prov 19, 27- 
ſa deſtrutive to the Soul. 

And no leſs, in the ſecond place, may this guilt be contracted by 

obubiting and concealing the Truth; this being a ſacrilegious robbing 
the Soul of her neceſſary Sſtenance, and is not ſo much a ſtabbing or 
a poyſoning, as a ſtarving of her , The knowledg and praCtice of the 
Truth being that alone which can reconcile her unto God, and entitle 
her to bus Favour, which is the Life thereof. For, as —_ ſaith, 
The Bread of the Needy (as well the Spiritual as the Temporal) s 
their Life, and he that defrandeth him of it, is 4 Man of Blood : And 
he that taketh away bis Neighbours Living, flayeth him ;, and he that de 
fraudeth him of bis Hire, is a Blood-ſhedder © $0 likewile, That the Soul p,,,, 
ſhould be without Knowledg, it is not good, faith the wiſe Solomon. In- 
deed it is*ng other bat to murther her.

Secondly, It will appear from the Size and Order in which it is pla- 
ced,. as being made to cloſe up this _—_ Charge, brought in in the 
laſt place, which in ſuch caſes 1s uſua ud the Principal,as being apt more 
thorowly to affect the Judgment, and infuſe a Senſe and Tindture-of 
the hike hainouſneſs into the whole Accuſatior. 

Thirdly, By conſidering the Yehemency here uſed by our Prophet, 
or ear the Holy Ghoſt, both in and preparatory. to this grand 
Charge, Where at the 12th Verſe, he breaks forth into this mighty

Fourthly, from the clamorous and revexgefid nature of Blood above 
all other things, and fromthe high deteſtation wherewith the Holy- 
Spirit of God in Scripture hath declared again{t that Sin, when com-- 
mitted frnp'y againſt che Boay alone, without any reſpett or relation 
to the Sow. As when in the Levitixal Law we read of an eſpecial Ser- 
wet andSacrifice appointed for the expiation of but an uncertain mur- 
ther : And of Abel's Blood crying from the Earth for vengeance againſt. 
Cain; and fo of the Souls under the Altar crying aloud unto God to j 
and avenge their Blood upon thoſe that dwelt upon the Earth. And of the 
Gibeonaes, and Nabetb”s Blood, purſuing Sexl's and Ahab's Families, 
w es were extinguiſh'd,cyento the utter extermination of 
the latter, And, Jaſtly, of [God's determining to, avenge even that. 
Blood,viz. The Blood of Fexreel, upon the Houſe of Febu, tho comman- 
ded to do it. From all which Inſtances we may eaſfily conclude 
the horridneſs of this Sin z Of which nevertheleſs 1 ſhall-yet ſay ſome- 
thing more in ezotber place.

I conclude therefore, that all Injuries and 
Wrongs done againſt the Soul muſt from the ſuperemment and tranſ- 
cendent excelency of her Nature, take their erxeſt eſtimate and value, 
2s to the Attors both Guilt and Puniſhment for the ſame, whether 
inflicted in eh, or in the Li*e ro come, And as upon a jſt ballancing 
of the merits of each, ſuch Offences will be found infinitely to out- 
weigh all other, ſo they do feem to require an equal proportion of 
Evil for them. Ard, to ſpeak in the Scripture Language, ifthe one 
deſerves to b2 avenged ſeven-fold truly the other not fo little as ſeventy Gen. 4. 
and ſcyen fold,

with. And laſtly, in the open venting and defending of ls 
and Atheiſm, without any hazard to the Blaſphemer?s Perſon or Re- 
putation.: All whichzas they are in ſome fort near univerſal, ſo they 
have a-moſt .dire:t and immediate tendency to the mnrthering of 
Souls, 

And yetnot ſo much to z»/y# upon theſe,l ſhall inſtance in another, 
more ſuitable: to my parpoſe, and to. the'Swbjett in hand ; and which, 
tho wholly. zkrown to the former Ages of Chriſtianity, is now become 
frequent in this City and Kingdom: And. that is, -the compelling of 
Pertons imported out of Africa, and other remoter Heathen Regions, 
but reſiding in our Families,and Vallalsto us, toremain in their native 
Gentiliſm ;. without any regard to the bevowr of our Religion and Na- 
rio,any more than to the good of ther, or onr own Souls.

But with us, even amidſt 
this mighty Zealand ftirr for Religien (an evident lign that we indeed 
have none) is ſutfered to paſs on without ww No one 
once daring to open his Mouth againſt itz or fo much as to look the Im- 
piety in the Face : They are nor 10+ valiant for the truth. Whilſt its 
Enemies have the centidence and: courage. openly to bid drfiance-to it, 
by.this-their hi:dring and oppoling oft. 


But. I rather. chooſe to take the Word in the more contracted - 


Senſe, and fo to underitand by theſe Skzrrs, -the remoter parts only, 
ſome out-Provinces of the Hebrew Government. And them this Text 
will ſeem not only an Hiſtory or Narrative of this Jewsſb Impiety;but 
alſo a Prophecy of our times, too plainly and eminently by our People 
ated and fulfilled in our Plantations. Where you ſhalt fee this

Thereby 
bent. /d-w, teſtifying themſelves 44 wretched Chriſtians, as they are unconſcionable 
St. Jch. 14-6. and wnjuſt Maſters. And tho our Bleſſed Lord has poſitively decla- 
$2154.12 red, that No man cometh to the Father, but by himſelf ; and his Apoſtle 
alſo hath renounced all other ways or means of Salvation, but by ciny

only ; yet as if in Contempt and Defiance thereof, they purpoſely con- 
_ = them this ſo abſolutely neceſſary Krewledg of Chriſt,and,for 
the general,do even forbid the mention thereof them, that 
ſo they might [not] be ſaved. And thus in one and the ſame A, 
they contrive their own, and their Slaves Damnation, Who, ſo that 
their Portion may be fat, and their Meat plenteous, and that Trading Hab. r. 16. 
may flouriſh, (the advancement whereof doth, it ſeems, juſtify the 
groſſeſt Villanies), they are not aſhamed to debaſe Men, made in the 
Image of God (no leſs than themſelves,) and whoſe Fleſh is as their 
own ; even to the Fiſhes of the Sea, and to the creeping things which have no Vetſ. 14 
Ruler woer them. Being frequently heard to confeſs and to glory, 
that they came not thither to promote Religion, nor to ſave Souls, but 
to get Money and Eſtates; That is,like tothe Beaſts of the Field, on- 
ly to devoxr ; and, as the Prophet ſpeaks, Looking every Man for bis Ia. 56. 9. 
$ain from bis quarter. And yet,whillt lkg Sodom,they tick not to declare "E559m 412n- 
their Sin, nor do dread to triumph and boaſt of their ſo deteſtible ps 7 
Abominations ; ſhall neyerthelſs preſume themſelves Imocent, and FF.p” © 
not doubt to affirm that therein they have not ſinned; nor will be per- 
ſuaded that they are at all(therefore)to be reputed the worſe Chriſti- 
ans. And here, to omit all enquiry into the Equity and Right of the 
firſt purchaſe, where Parents do fell their Children, Hurband: their 
Wives, Brothers their Siſters, and ſo on the contrary : (A moſt bleſſed 
Trade for the beſt Reformed Chriſtians to be converſant and imploy- 
edin !) and in a Word, whereevery Mars ſtrength is the Law of Fw- 
ftice : | ſay, to omit all this, they hold all their other Cruelties and WES 3h>, 
Oppreſlions, for nothing ; unleſs to the enſlaving of their Bodies, | 
and waſting them with unmerciful Labour and wretched Vſage, they 
bring into final Deſtruttion and Bondage their very Soxls alſo. And 
here, before I can proceed a ſtep further, I muſt be ſo bold as to 
demand of whomſever ſhall pleaſe to reſolve me, whether the Fews 
offering up a few Children to Molech (which ſome will have this 
Text to reprvve) the Papsſts Superſtitions, (againſt which ſo many 
Volumns' have been wrote ;) the old Gentiles ldolatry, or even the 
Turks worſhipping Mahomet (211 Circumſtances conſidered, be com- 
parable to this Sin, arnong us, viz. of continually ſacrificing ſo many 
Bodies to Mammon, and Souls to the Dewi; againſt which'no one 
hath hardly ever yet opened his Mouth. | 
* And thus I think it doth but too plainly appear, that theſe Skyrrs 
are not ſo much ſpotted or ſtained only, as thorowly wrenched 
and dyed in this precious Blood of Souls. And thoſe our out-Provinces 
are moſt evidently chargeable with a- moſt foul and horrid Gzilt ;, 
far, 
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- far, I dare affirm, beyond whatever hath by Famobedn ſtoried to 

: have been/praftiſed,or but permitted by any; beſides (yea hardly by) 
the moſt openly avowed Enences of Chriltianity.- ' And, which is-yet 
more aſtoniſhing, All this and ntuch. more, we- find to be tolerated 
and atted under Magsfrates, and by perſons outwardly profeſſors of 
it, and that in the moſt refined and pureſt way. So ſtrange a mockery 
and abuſe,as by no Hypocriſy to be parcllz!'d,but by the Jews crying, 

S. Mat. »9. 29. ail King unto Chriſt, when they were going to cracify him 4, -or by 
thoſe who murthered their Soverezgn to make him more gloriow and 
renowned ! They might doubtlefs more innocently, give licenſe and 
freedom for theereCting publick Stews, and Brothel Houſes, or make 
Proclamation agaiaſt Fuſtice and common Honeſty, than thus to encou« 
rage, or but permit, ſuch Sacriledg and Prophaneneſs to paſs without 
Controul, 

And whilſt thoſe abroad are thus. aftiag and. carrying: on their 
Butcheries upon the Souls of Men there, how quietly and nnconcern- 
edly in the mean time do we fit down here,and take our eaſe,not once 
in our thoughts reflefting upon this Calamiry ; Perinde quaſi, cum 
wmembra noſtra putreſcant, mil grave acciderat, as a certain Father 
ſpeaks : As tho,like Cain,weelteemed all regard'of our Brethren to be

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Proteſtants and Engliſh-men : Our profound S&lexce bring, no-better 
than a conſtructive approbation ; and our Connivance a iti 
thereunto.. As if fach Tyranny nver. the Souls of Men were Accxrſed 
and never ſufficiently to be bewailed,only in Twrks and profelled Infidelss 
or that the ſame Action were Yertue in us,but accurſed Tyranny in the 
other. Notwithſtanding that thoſe do therein act malt agrecable to 
their Belief, and for the promoting of their Faith; which if true, as 
they ſuppole it is, 1s a pious deed, and but what they were bourd to 
do. And they are therefore beyond all peradventure more juſtsfiable 
before God, than ſuch, who whilſt own?ng (I dare not ſay Goring ) 
the Truth, do yet upon pretence of /ntereſt (which thoſe do therein 
renounce) not only conceal, but moſt induſtrioully decry and oppoſe 
th: advancement of it: Yea, and than ſuch other too, who, tho 
they do not oppoſe it, yet have never entered their Proteſts againſt 
thoſe that do. And of both which 1 cannot ſo much as doubt, not- 
withſtanding our accarſinz the other, but that theſe ſhall receive the 
greater Damnation. And certainly, (all being impartially weighed) 5. Mat. 23 74 
theſe Mabametars, as bad as they are, for any thing we can find, do 
(herein at leaſt) appear more vertuous than our ſelves, and muſt -in 
the laſt day r:/e in judzment and condemn us ;, and that from no other 
than our on» Months. For, if they be accurſed for promoting what Chap. 12. 4t- 
they think is the 7rath, what mult thoſe be that do oppoſe, ' (or at 
beſt negleCt,) what moſt undoubtedly is ſo, as themſelves confeſs ? 
For tho they live in an unpardonable Erroxr, yet becauſe they do it 
Ignorantly thro unbelief, not kyowing it to be either Sin or Errour, but 
perſwaded of the contrary, they are certainly the more excuſable. 
And it were an unreaſonable imcongruityto imagine that the God of 
Mercy and Juſtice, ſhould be more ready to puniſh Exroxrs of Under- 
ſtanding, than wilfulImpieties : But that, if rhoſe rhat have ſinned 
without Law, ſhall alſo periſh without Law; much more thoſe that heve 
ſinned in'the Law,(thart is, againft their Profeſſion, )ſhall be judged by it , 
as St. Paul argues. Ard as the Wileman ſpeaks, that the moſt mighty 
Sinners ſhould b mightily tormented ;, whilit Mercy may ſooner acquit wir, & 6: 
the other. For,(as St. Paul go's on,) When the Gentiles which have not 
the Law, do by Nature the things contained in the Law ;, Theſe having not "+ 3+ 14- 
the Law, are a Law unto Fes, ray which ſhew the works of the Law | 
wruten intheir Hearts ;, their Conſcience alſo bearings witneſs, and their 
Thoughts between themſelves, accuſing or excuſing one another. And now 
this being conſidered, what right can we have thus fiercely 'to de- 
claim againſt theſ: Mabometans ? concerning whom, were St. Paw 
alive to determine the matter (at but for their Zeal for their 
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wonld pronounce theth'Saints. | | NO 53012002 
$0 that to cue depen this Text to Chriſtianity and our own times, 
we are the Jer»ſalem therein charged, 2nd-in our Skerrs a'ſo is this 
Blood moſt eminently diſcernable. Ard when God ſhall ariſe to make 
Inquiſition for it, as moſt certainly he will, at our Hands it muſt be 
uired. For we are the Watchmen, which ſhould have warned thoſe 
wicked Men from their evil ways; the Sword came, and we have not blown 
the Tranipet, nor warned the People, and therefore their Blood muſt be 
upon our Meads, And then it muſt needs go hard with us, and that 
chiefly upon the ſcore of that abundant Light and Knowkedg, and 
that Purzty of Religion we fo much boaſt in. For, Atrocins heb fantts 
nomine peccam, faith one +, and that Servant which knew hu Maſters 
will, but did it not, ſhall be beaten with many Stripes, ſaith our Bleſſed 
Lord. And, you only have 1 known of all the Families of the Earth - 
therefore will 1 pun you for all your Iniquities, ſaith God by his Pro- 
phet.

to thzir Word, they took them to be no Chriſtians, becauſe they 
perceived not in them any endeavonrs for the promoting of. that Faith. 
An Indifferency, they obſerved, not uſual with other ſorrs of Chri- 
ſtians; and it being no way probable, they thought, that Men ſhould 
ſo much neglett and ſizeht a Religion, which themſelves believed.
